Wytheville,Va, June 22, —The
Supreme Court of Virginia, sit-
ting at Wytheville, has juat
handed down an important de.
oision, sustaining Judge Skeen
in hia interprotation of the law
in conneotion with prosecutions
growing out of the wholesule
election frands which he has
uncovered in Leo county, Vir.
ginia, In the test cose of Flan-
ary against the Commonwealth
the lower court was aflirmod,
This case involved the law ns
to the power of the court to
grant immunity to witnesses
and comppl them to testify.

Some weeks ngo Dock Bur-
chott was put on trial in Judge
Bkeen's courl at Jonesville,
charged with receiying from O,
R. Flanary forty dollars under
an agrooment that he (Burcohatt)
would vote for J, D. Edds, He-
publican oandidate for clerk,
and others in the 1911 eloction,
and stand to prove the charge,
